WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—When the court 


opened and Guiteau took the stand, Judge 
P >rter began a rapid fire of interrogations 
eliciting from the prisoner that physically he 
was a coward, but-moral! y as brave .as a lion, 
when he thought he had the Deity to back 
him. When pressed he finally became ob- 
stinate and shouted to Judge Porter, "I know 
you well, and I know bigger men than you 
are. I've seen you shake your finger at wit- 
nesses in New York but you can't scare me, 
and shortly after, when asked if he believed 
in the ten commandments to which he re- 
sponded in the affirmative; and if he believed 
that commandment, "Thou shalt not kill," 
which ought to be read in his case, "Thou 
shalt kill," he became exceedingly violent 
and refused to discuss that matter at all. 
The witness seemed to be greatly annoyed at 
Judge Porter's habit of pointing his finger 
at him as he frequently did by way of empha- 
sizing the interrogation and again broke out 
angrily, "you need not

'c azy,' 'insane,' or a luny' or 'off his 
base,' or any other of the dozen things 
that come under the same head, but he is 
not too iusane to be terribly afraid when 
he thinks the occasion is not wholly con 
dusive to his personal safety."

Gone to Best. 


Like the light of a candle before a gentle 


breath, so did the life of George L. Mack 
pass'away Friday morning at 6 o'clock. 
Careful and attentive nursing, skilled medical 
care, and the prayers of a devoted and faithful 
wife, were of no avail. 
Slowly the patient 


sank into a state of insensibility, and, ap- 
parently without a sign of pain, surrendered 
the battle. 
He was rational up to within 


thirty-six hours of his death. The danger of 
the disease itself had passed away, but it had 
germinated a fatal spark. For several years 
the lungs had not been strong, and the strain 
was too severe. Congestion, followed by in- 
flammation, set in, and the patient was 
forced to surrender to the inevitable. 
Had 


his lungs not been consumptively inclined 
there would have been no danger. Two years 
ago Mr. Mack went to Montana, 'and while, 
there contracted a cold which settled on his 
lungs, and ever since that time has suffered 
more or less. Mr. Quincy watched over him 
with more than a brother's devotion, and 
Dr. Porter had contributed the most skillful 
attention, but it became apparent to both 
these gentlemen Thursday night that the 
patient must die. He was quietly buried in 
the presence of one silent mourner, Mr. 
Quinoy, at 12 o'clock yesterday in the Catho- 
lic cemetery, where his remains will lie till 
spring. 


Mr. Mack was a young man only thirty- 


two years of age, universally liked by every- 
one who knew him. 
He never did anyone 


harm; he strived constantly to do some 
good. He was a most polished gentleman, 
and one of the most popular traveling men 
in the northwest. He had always been confi- 
dent of health, and it was only by the most 
earnest solicitation of a friend that he was 
induced last May to take out a policy in the 
Traveling Men's association for $5,000. 
He 


leaves besides a wife, to whom he had been 
married but eight years, a mother and sister 
in Lockport, N. Y. For several years he has 
been traveling for the boot and shoe house of 
Gotzian & Co. St. Paul, and had for the past 
year been living in Fargo. Tho sympathies 
of the entire community are with Mrs. Mack, 
bnt that is little recompense for this irrepair- 
able loss.

A Fatal Ballet.

Friday evening ftbout 6 o'clock three shota 


were heard in the O. F. C. restaurant on 
Fourth street, and a moment after, the life- 
less form of Wm. Walker (colored) was seen 
on the floor, he having been shot through 
the heart by one Robert Fields, (colored) 
who immediately gave himself np to the au- 
thorities. It seems that Walker and Fields 
bad been quarreling all day about an old 
matter and that several times the two have 
come to harsh words. They met in the O. F. 
C., and almost without a word took out their 
revolvers and began firing. Two shots were 
fired by Walker and one by Fields, the form- 
er without effect, the latter, fatal. 
Fields 


claims that the killing was in self defense, 
which the circumstances would seem to indi- 
cate. The revolver used by Walker was a 
Smith & Wesson 44, cut off, and that of Fields 
was same size with f nlliength barrel. 


Walker, or "Gunboat Bill," as he was usu- 


ally called, was well known on the Missouri 
river. He was one of the pioneer cooks on 
Misoouri river steamers and had made Bis- 
marck bis headquarters for several years. He 
leaves a wife, to whom he was married last 
summer, and who is now in St. Louis, having 
gone down on the Gen. Thomas. Walker in- 
tended to have joined her at that point some 
days ago, bnt having lost his ticket was wait- 
ing for the finder, or the issuance of a new 
one by the railroad company. 


Fields, familiarly known as Jenkins, had 


been in charge of Frank Washington's saloon 
near the river, railed Washington's New 
[dea. When he gave himself np to Deputy 
Sheriff Griffin he had, besides the revolver, a 
luge knife, and had evidently been expecting 
a finale to the misunderstanding with Walker 
for some days. 


This is the first shooting scrape in Bis- 


marck in a year, the last being at the river 
between two colored individuals.

John W. Goitean, 
brother of the prisoner was next examined. 
He had no t been on good terms with his 
brother f o: • years but had no doubt of his 
.aanitynn.il he received* some letters in Octo- 
ber. Sine 5 he had come here and had seen 
his brothei in the court room and jail he had 
become satisfied that he was insane. On be- 
ing cross-examined the witness admitted^that 
before he had come to Washington he 
had always, in talking of the case, said he 
beliened his brother was responsible. He be- 
lieved him responsible, bat not sane. 
Re- 


sponsible because, as he thought, at some 
period.of his life the prisoner had voluntarily 
surrendered himself to evil practices rather 
than good. 
Guiteau winced under these 


statements, evidently fearing his brother's 
candor was injuring his case. 


ATEliB RECESS. 


After recess J. VV. Gu eau resumed the 


stand. Had heard his u.^le Abraham was 
insane, and his uncle Francis Wilson Guitean 
mentioned in the family as Francis Gniteau, 
the second, died in an asylum, he understood 
in early life. Francis had fought a duel with 
a rival in love. The witness had understood 
his uncle had killed a man, but the record of 
the asylum showed his insanity had been 
caused by mortif ycation at fighting a duel. 


What is your opinion now as to your fath-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—When the court as-

To the Editor of the Argus : 


in penning to yon the following sad history 


of Mr. Mack's illness and death, I do so from 
two motives, viz: First, to satisfy his num- 
erous friends that he received all the care 
human power could bestow; second, that the 
city of Fargo may know how much indebted 
she is to her sister city, Bismarck. 


On my arrival on the twelfth inst., I found 


Mr. Mack had been removed to the house of 
Captain Slaughter^ known as "Villula." The 
captain having recently moved, and not hav- 
ing taken away his Lbrary and many other 
articles of use, allowed the house to be at once 
transposed into a hospital for Mr. Mack. 


Mr. Bart Holbrook, assisted by Mr. Dixson 


and Mr. Verplank, bad transported Mr. Mack 
from the Sheridan house^with the greatest 
care. I immediately proceeded to interview 
Mr.Barry Thurston, mayor, Messrs. Macnider, 
Bragg and Dr. Porter, constituting the board 
of health, and after consulting with them,took 
up my position at the hospital. Let ine insert 
here, Fargo has not liad a case. 
When that 


time comes the city will learn the difficulty of 
finding competent nurses0. A woi d to the wise. 
Bismarck was more fortunate. In tho persons 
of Mr. John Sweeney and Mr. Muuger they had 
two of the best men for the position that 
could possibly ba foniid. Owing to a mis- 
understanding of the committee, ou the sec- 
ond day of the qcarantine I was compelled to . 
go to town for some articles, causing an ab- 
sence of two hours. This was while the pa- 
tient was rational, and at the direction of 
Dr. Porter, leaving Mr. Mack in the care of 
other nurses. I mention this to remove an» 
impression that the patient was neglected* 
At this time, should it have been necebsary, 
he could have attended to any necessities 
himself, except going out of the house. This 
is the only report I care to rectify, as it liad 
a shadow of truth in it. With this exception 
I was never more than six feet from tho pa- 
tient until the last. As far as the diseasfcwas 
concerned, it was treated by the best method 
of medical skill. On Tuesday night his lunge 
showed signs, of failing, continuing till the 
last embers of life had died out. Thirty-six 
hours before death, he became delirious, and 
knew not the-near approach of death. 


I would liet be doing justice to the good 


people of Bismarck did I not mention per- 
sonally some of the good deeds done. Dr. 
Porter, who» took care ef the patient, shall 
be remembered1 by those who shared his duties 
I have had considerable experience, and this 
is the first example of a physician calling on 
his patient twice a day with this disease.
